Sister Parishes 

This weekend, Fr. Ron Garry and I are trading places. I will celebrate 
Masses in Wakpala, Kenel and McLaughlin, while Fr. Ron will be at OLBFL 
In the mid-1990's, OLBH established a Sister Parish relationship with St. 
Bernard, McLaughlin and its missions in the northeast corner of the diocese. 
The missions are in McIntosh, Watauga, Bullhead, Kenel and Wakpala. The 
parishes are in the far northeastern 
corner of our diocese on the 
Standing Rock Indian Reservation 
in Corson County. Currently, Fr. 

Ron and Fr. John Lule are serving 
these parishes. 

Each year, we give $7,500 to our 
six sister parishes. The money 
helps them with the priests' 
salaries, insurance, travel and 
other general costs. The 
relationship with these parishes 
began while OLBH was in debt 
from your own renovation in 1996. 

You have a history of helping 
others even though you have your 
own needs. 

Travelling with me this 
weekend will be Mary Policky, Marlys Sears and her children Morgan and 
Isabella. The goal is to see the landscape, meet the people and experience the 
atmosphere in the parishes and towns. In the near future, we will continue 
to explore ways of deepening our relationship with these sister parishes. 

We will form a new Sister Parish Committee of 6-8 people who would 
formulate ideas and activities in order to deepen the bonds between Our 
Lady of the Black Hills and St. Bernard, McLaughlin & missions. It would be 
best to have some parishioners with past experience with the sister parishes 
as well as newer members who are learning about the missions. If you are 
interested in being a part of this committee, please contact Mary Policky 787- 
5580. 

As we contribute to the work of Catholic Relief Services this weekend, it 
is a way of reaching out to the poor in nearly 100 countries throughout the 
world. Meanwhile, our commitment to the missions in Corson County is a 
concrete expression of supporting the needy in our own diocese.

meatless meals from this 
year's CRS Rice Bowl 
countries (Burkina Faso, 

East Timor, Dominican 
Republic, Lesotho and Pakistan). You'll be eating 
alongside your brothers and sisters who enjoy this 
meal each night of the year. 

Recipe From the Dominican Republic: 
Black Bean Soup 

• 3 cans black beans, drained 

• 2 Tbsp olive oil 

• 2 onions, finely chopped 

• 1 green or red bell pepper, finely chopped 

• 3 cloves garlic, minced 

• 1 cup celery, chopped 

• 3 cups water 

• 2 tsp oregano 

• 2 bay leaves 

• Salt and pepper to taste 

• 2 cups cooked rice 

Saute onions, peppers, garlic and celery in oil until soft. Stir in 
oregano and bay leaves and cook for 1 minute. Add water and 
drained beans and bring to a boil. Reduce heat to low and 
simmer for an hour, stirring occasionally. When soup begins to 
thicken, remove from heat, remove bay leaves and stir in salt and 
pepper to taste. Using a potato masher or the back of a spoon, 
mash some of the beans to thicken the soup a bit. Adjust 
seasoning and serve with rice. This recipe serves 4 people.
